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Acting upon the sugcestion of the Soviet Advisory Group®, the Chinese Conmunist 
central authorities in July 1950 ordered the various military districts to 
instruct the Military Control Commissions in Shanghai, Nanking, Pelping, 
Tientsin, Tsingtao and Hankow to take immediate steps to adept the following 
measures for the protection and maintenance of public utilities in case of air 
raids or other emergencies: 

a. Supply of olectric power is to be divided into three sepcrate 
trunk systems, one for the military, one for the civil admini- 
stration, end the third for the general public. Separate generating 
installations will be established for the military and air 
defense commands. 
bo Telephone trunk systems will be divided in the same manner as 


the power supply system. Special systems will be installed to 
connect militery organs. 


o Vater nains, sevage and drainage pipes are to be repaired and 
inspected regulerly. in addition, publie vells will be built 
in various districts and will be subject to perlodic inspection.
